PARIS, June 28—The Allies promptly refused the request for 


a 48-hour extension of the time limit for the acceptance of the 
peace treaty received from the Germans Monday morning. The 7 
day time limit expired at 2 p. m. New York time. 


Previously the Allies had received a note from Chancellor 


Bauer saying the Germans would sign the treaty, because she 
was forced to do so, but would make certain reservations. 
To 


this note the Allies replied that the time for the acceptance had 
passed and that Germany must accept the terms without qualifi- 
cation or reservation. 
Bauer's note which was directed to Premier Clemeneeau as 


chairman of the Allied peace commission declined responsibility 
for what might happen in Poand and "what is going to happen 
when the impossibility for carrying out the provisions come up." 
It added, however, that Germany will sign as she is "imposed by 


The note refused to admit that Germany was the author of 


the war and declared that she would not accept the articles com- 
pelling her to give up parties charged with war crimes and re- 
quested that the treaty be re-examined within two years. 


Clemenceau replied "there remains less than 24 hours. The 


Allies are constrained to say that Germany must accept the terma 
without qualification or reservation. We shall require from the 
representatives of Germany an unqualified decision of their pur- 
pose to sign the treaty or not. Germany is responsible for the 
execution of every stipulation after her signature."

TRYING OUR PATIENCE 


There is something akin to "watchful waiting" in the situa- 


tion today with regard to the signing of the peace terms. Almost 
on the very day when the treacherous, Hun admiraj stint million^ 
of dollars worth of surrendered Hun. shipping toj the bottom of the 
sett, in fact after the knowledge of that warlikej affair, we find the 
Allied leaders waiting the pleasure oMhe enemy. It;.is; not.likely,. 
that the agecl Clemenceau, with a burning r^emjory of the signing 
of the treaty in the old Franco-Prussian war, is sitting there at 
.Versailles, calmly sayin, "We'll wait a little longer,;;give them 
time, they are doing the best they can, their hearts are in the 
right place." We believe the venerable "tiger" isiin jusfr-the reverse 
mood. He probably sits silent, stern and resolute with >n occa- 
sional outburst of impatience and a suggestion ithat an end be put 
to this supine method of dealing with the enemy who never in the 
last four years showed a sign of treating the Allies with anything 
but contempt and brutality. The British and.Italian representa- 
tives probably have little to say, at least what they have to say' 
is of little import, though we are inclined, to,think that they heart,-, 
ily second' the thoughts of Clemenceau. There must be a still, 
small voipe saying: "Tut, tut' they have not commjtted the pvert 
act' " anfi! "Gentlemen, we are too proud to fight." 


One docs not need a very vivid imiginajtion to understand 


what wo ild happen if France, or Belgium or Aimerica were at the 
mercy of the Hun. Had our time of grace expired at 2 o'clock 
yesterday after noon who is there among us ^ho could think of 
anything-but the advance of armies and the spelling of churches 
and hospftife, the razing'of towns/the snooting, of civil officers 
and the taping of women at the hands of th<s victorious Huns. 
They did it before and their ruthlessness would have taken on a 
more virile form if that were possible.

a 48-hour extension of the time limit for the acceptance of the 
peace treaty received from the Germans Monday morning. The 7 
day time limit expired at 2 p. m. New York time. 


Previously the Allies had received a note from Chancellor 


Bauer saying the Germans would sign the treaty, because she 
was forced to do so, but would make certain reservations. 
To 


this note the Allies replied that the time for the acceptance had 
passed and that Germany must accept the terms without qualifi- 
cation or reservation. 
Bauer's note which was directed to Premier Clemeneeau as 


chairman of the Allied peace commission declined responsibility 
for what might happen in Poand and "what is going to happen 
when the impossibility for carrying out the provisions come up." 
It added, however, that Germany will sign as she is "imposed by 


The note refused to admit that Germany was the author of 


the war and declared that she would not accept the articles com- 
pelling her to give up parties charged with war crimes and re- 
quested that the treaty be re-examined within two years. 


Clemenceau replied "there remains less than 24 hours. The 


Allies are constrained to say that Germany must accept the terma 
without qualification or reservation. We shall require from the 
representatives of Germany an unqualified decision of their pur- 
pose to sign the treaty or not.
